The prior art fails to anticipate or render the limitation (s), "means for identifying a 
largest prime number that is less than or equal to a number of data PIDs associated 
with said future viewership time schedules; and means for assigning a data PID to each 
video PID by performing a Modulo calculation of x Mod y = z, where x equals a video 
PID values, y equals said largest prime number, and z equals a remainder, and said 
remainder is assigned to said data PID" obvious in combination with all other limitations 
of the claimed independent claim 1 . 

Note that limitations "means for identifying a largest prime number that is less 
than or equal to a number of data PIDs associated with said future viewership time 
schedules; and means for assigning a data PID to each video PID by performing a 
Modulo calculation of x Mod y = z, where x equals a video PID values, y equals said 
largest prime number, and z equals a remainder, and said remainder is assigned to said 
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data PID" in claim 1 is allowed, as required under 35 USC 1 12 6 th paragraph "means 
plus function" . 

The prior art fails to anticipate or render the limitation (s), "identifying a largest 
prime number that is less than or equal to a number of data PIDs associated with said 
future viewership time schedules; and assigning a data PID to each video PID by 
performing a Modulo calculation of x Mod y = z, where x equals a video PID values, y 
equals said largest prime number, and z equals a remainder, and said remainder is 
assigned to said data PID" obvious in combination with all other limitations of the 
claimed independent claim 10.
